put us on the track of authentic facts, In the 
Homeric period reference wad made to the 
race of pygmies, and yet nobody believed in 
their existence.

It was only in comparatively 


Africa and in Asia. 1n Europe popular myths 
gave an important role to dwarfs and pygmies 
in England, Scotland and Ireland. [n Denmark 


they were called Kobold; in Germany, 
Niebelung : and they were referred to in Russia 
and even in France as if the legends reflected 


people whq really lived in far-off ages. Ut is 
naw proved conclusively that the ancient 
popular hence was founded in fact. It links 
the tradition to its starting point. ‘The race of 
little peopte existed almast everywhere. 


tt is certain that there existed in remote ages 
a race of dwarfs which remained as a distinct 
race fora long time. Traces of them are found 
among the Romans and the Slavs. According 
to Gilturam’ of Colmar, these races of 
dwarfs peopled Switzerland and the whole of 
lnwer Alsace, while Miesch and Kollmann 
cleim that they were the primitive people of 
Europe, The assertion is also made that, 
inasmuch as traces of pygmies are found in 
many parts of the world, they probably were 
the advance guard of the present variety of the 
human race, just as in the case of animals the 
big came from the ninth century that all trace 
of them asa collectivity was lost. Nevertheless, 
after that period isolated specimens of them 
sere found from time to time, particularly in 
the different courts of Europe, where they were 
employed as jesters, — 

From this category M, Poncet and M. { eriche 
Separate the ancestral dwarfism which! is deter- 
mined hy the atavic recall of the ancient type 
of pygmies, a type which disappeared in our 
regions about the middle of the Christian era. 
H Poncet and H. Leriche bate their opinion 
upon two curietts observations, They made 
a study of two creatures, brother and sister, 
born in a little village on the banks of the 
river Ain, They are both fine specimens of 
pygm'es, Their status is 3 feet tq inches and 
3 feet to inches, Their father and grandfather 
were of small stature," ench standing 4 feet 6 
They were intelfigent, strong and muscular. 
Their mother is still living. She is forty-nine 
‘years old, and in height measures 4 feet 8 
inches, Her third child. a voung woman of 
twenty-six summers, js slightly above the 
average female stature. She is § feet 6 inches 
Pierre, the eldest son, is thirty-four years old_ 
His intelligence is normal He has the head 
and body of the average man, There’ is 
nothing particular about him except the short- 
ness of his limbs. His bones are large, but 
not deformed. His hands are small, and his 
muscles are powerful, He can hold with ease 
a weight of thirty-five pounds with the arms 
fully extended. His sister is twenty-eight years 
old, very intelligent, and perfectly satisfied 
with her small stature, Her head is normal 
but her limbs, especially the lower limba, are 
short. She weighs ninety-four"pounds, and 
has no organic defect. 


M Poncet and M. Lerich claim that these 
two snecimens are genuine dwarfs, that Is to 
sav, dwarfs by heredity, and not pathological 
dwarfs, The specimens described above adhere 
admirably in their anatomical constitution of the 
descriptions of the pygmies of old. Their health 
is excellent and their physical development 
perféct. All idea of morbid pathogeny must 
be rejected; they must be treated as a special 
variely of the human species, or at least asa 
marked variation of the human type. 


If these dwarfs are raities it is probably 
because there is a constant advancement of 
the human race toward a higher type, with the 
progressive elevation of the stature. Little by 
little the dwarf type fades away; and, no doubt, 
it will finally disappear.—Ex.

The first search made in the room revealed 
nothing more valuable than piles of empty 
cigar and cake boxes all carefully numbered. 
A plank had served the old man asa table. A 
coffin of the poorest type had already been or- 
dered when by the merest chance a sum of £12 
was discovered, and Narcisae was saved from 
a paupers burial. Nothing more was found 
until a fortnight later, when a more thorough 
investigation was made, and altogether it was 
found that the deceased had left no less than 
£56,000. M. Thibaut showed considerable 
originality in hie testamentary dispositions. 
He bequeaths some trifing sums to his estate 
to the director of the English Soglety cafled | 
the “Friends of Peace,” of which he was a 
member. Should the bequest not be valid, he 
-selected as his heir a cousin who had, hp said, 
been very kind to him, But this gentleman, 
says the Journal, died-a dozen years BRO;

GLIMPSES ‘UF JHE WAR. 


‘The Northern strife is still being fought in 
amist, and scraps continue to be all that 
eager correspondents are able ta wather. 
According to our Weihaiwei correspondent 
there is now evidence thatthe Russians have 
completely evacuated Newchwang as Japan- 
ese emissaries, who are busy collecting carts 
for the use of the army announce that troops 
are expected there in a few days. When we 
fast heard from that quarter the Russians 
were skipping away, and on Saturday a mere 
handful was all that remained. Our corres- 
pondent at Yokohama has advised us of a 
number of skirmishes, around Liaotung, and 
of the uccupation of the Kinchow'heights, 
on the summit of which we understand 
the Russians had mounted big guns. It 
seems that the Japanese colunins started on 
tith) May from Fenghuangcheng to 
Liaoyang, and had an unimportant engage- 
ment with Russian cavalry enroute, Accord: 
ing to a Japane-e Consular report daily 
skirmishes have taken place between the sth 
and the 16th inst. This is supplemented by 
a despatch communicated to Shanghai by 
General Stessel, of the Russian Army, who, 
wiring from Moikkdea on the 13th fost, 
says that two days previous “as soon as 
he reevived on the jth May the report that 
Pulantien was oceup.ed by the Japanese, hy 
sent out several patrols of cavalry tu recon: 
voitre in the direction of Pulantien, Pitsewo, 
and Kerr Bay whieh were followed by de- 
tachments of mounted infantry. On the 
toth May he sent six battalions of infantry, 
and one battery of artillery under the gom- 
mand of General Fock towards Sanchilipu. 
As they advanced towards the North they

In our iSsue last Saturday we printed a tele- 
gram from our Shanghai correspondent stating 
that a terrible tragedy had been perpetrated on

things were true, of course; but murder had 
been done.. 


After some hours of useless bulliog on the 
river, due to too zealous informants who seem- 
ed to know the exact locality, bus did not, the 
Russian whaling or sealing steamer, Georgie of 
Viadivostock, was found alongside the E. A.C. 
Wharl, almost touching the Russian gunhoat 
Mandjour, (ere it was learned that a man 
anda woman, Russian, bad been found in the 
early hours of the morning (a Chinese said 
about two o'clock; but he didn’t seem to be a 
reliable witness) weltering in their blood.

He 
spoke very little English ; but it appeared that 
there was no trace or clue to the murderers, 
Not to assume too much, was it not possibly 
murder and attempted suicide? He could not 
say: did not know, The man had been taken 
to the hospital, The woman was already 
coffined.

To tHe Evitor or tix “Hoxckoxo Trrecrarn” 

- $1R,—Complaints against rickshas and rick- 
shia pullers are growing louder and more fre- 
quent every day. The rickshas are ‘So dirty 
that even the shortest ride in one of them wi'l 
soil the white garments, which the advance of 
the season is rendering imperative for ordinary 
use. In Japan, the home of the “jinricksha,” 
the men ate compelled by law to have clean 
linen or holland covers always over the seats 
and backs of the rickshas; and such an order 
here is certainly desirable. The utter ignor- 
ance of the geography of the city, in which 
they (the pullers) ply for about eighteen hours 
a day, on an average, displayed by these 
men is more than deplorable. It is not 
unreasonabl: to expect a drver or a puller 
ofa public vehicle to know something about 
the town in which he plies for hire, and not 
have him starting off for West Paint wher one’s 
desired destination is, say, Wanchai! It is 
incredible that men who are practically out 
and about on the streets most of their lives 
should not know so much as the names of the 
streefs through which they $o constantly pass, 
and strangers find the greatest difficulty in 
getting abou’, through the crass ignorance of 
these men. [nother places in the East every 
driver, or puller, of a public vehicle plying for 
hire for the conveyance of passengers, has ‘o 
pass’ an examination n the toprgrachy of 
their respective towns Why should not the

St. Petersburg, 23rd March, 

The warcame upon Palnyjustatthe moment 
in which the work of building the new town 
was coniing to an end, and when thanks to the 
‘opening up of regular and rapid communica. 
tion hy rail, great commercial activity had 
begun to be developed. During 1903 the train 
of dredgers worked feverishly in the harbour, 
and increased its depth to 8 feet. ‘The land- 
ing-place for cirze steamers was alreadytfinish? 
ed, and the biggest ocean-going steamers could 
‘be berthed at it. Dulny has two dry dock:, the 
smallerof which was completed last year,andwas 
used all the time that the navigation was open, 
It can accommodate merchant vessels drawing 
up to 18 feet of water. The rtilway authorities 
have built near the dock a sarge repairing 
workshop, an engine-shed, and a foundry; the 
last place is ciosed at this moment, and the 
workmen are employed an other work. The 
work of constructing the second dock, which is 
to take the largest vessels, is noi finished yet. 
The town is growing rapidly, and is, being 
built in a very pleasing style of mixed Oriental- 
Asiatic, 

The Russian Gc cernme t has spent immense 
sums of money on Dalny, and the Gazeffe 
‘ecounts Fow this money has been spent. 
When Dalny wes founded, the fist thing to be 
| done was to build a branch line of the harbour 
railway acrass a rocky piece of ground: 
and.coming out on the sea. The first 
million roub'es then grinted vanished quick- 
ly, and it was remarsed that money does 


chave benefited in a marked degree, 


not pu so far on the shores of the Yellow 
Sea as it des elsewhere, On the day 
tha, the second million roubles was rece ved at 
public dinner was given, and it became the 
custom for such a dinner to be held whenever 
a fresh million roubles was to be attacked. 
The people of Port Arthur kept count jealously 
of there banquets, and it is said that during 
1903 there were given zz such dinners in honour 
of as many million rouble. granted by the 
authorities for the development of the town and 
harbour. 


JAPAN AS A POWER. 
A RUSSIAN ADM-RAL'S OPINION, 
St. Petersburg, April 5th. 

“In the course of an interview with a carres- 
ponddnt of the “ Russ," Vice-Admiral Skrydloff, 
who is about to assume command of the Russian 
Fleet, uttered the fallowiny opinion of the 
Japanese :—" The Japanese are seamen of the 
first rank; they know no fear, and are capable 
of doing astonishing deeds, They are greedy 
of honour and arrogant to the ver,e¢ of the im- 
possib'e, Asthey possess an excellent Navy, 
they seem to be worthy, if not even dat Rerous, 
rivals, But they lack the traditions with which 
the Russian sailors is filled through and through, 
and which make him fear nobody and nothing.” 

Admiral Skrydloff, of course, has no daub s 
as to the happy result of the war, sofaras Russia 
is concerned as, apart from the first successes, 
the Japanese Navy has scored no more successes 
andro moreareto beexpected, Infact, now that 
Admiral Makaroff is in Port Arthur, some good 
work is to be expected from the Russian fleet, 
in the shape of the defeat of the Japanese fleet. 
With regard tthe Black Sea Fleet, Admiral 
Skrydioff said that no special steps are being 
taken to strengthen it, as is seen in the fact.that 
no extraordinary vote has been made on its be- 
half. But the fleet is to be “ready for any 
emergency.” Admiral Skrydloff knows very 
well the Pacific Squadron, as he commanded it 
for four years, and saw it {.rmed and made 
ceady to fight, ‘Thus, he (eels very keenly the 
“unexpected attacks” made by the Japanese, 
and he consoles himself by the thought that the 
Russian fleet inthe Far East will soon astonish 
the whole.world by its great successes, for the 
foe will be shattered.” .
